The imposing: Ceremonial Attending the Burial of 
the Late Cardinal MoUloskey—The Sermon by 
Archbishop Gibbeus—The Crushing 
Crowds Attending the Ersrotsos, 


New Yorx, October 15.—The long night 
watch of the members of the society of 8t. 
Vincent De Peul, who guarded the body of 
Cardinal McCloskey, in the’great cathedral 
last evening, at length cametoanend. The 
first beems ofthe morning sun hed hardly 
gilded the steeples of the churches when the 
procession of priests, with uncovered heads, 
entered the cathedral and knelt betore the 
altar. Dreyers for the opening of the new 
day—ihe day upon which the body of Ameri- 
ca’s first cardinal was to be committed 
to earth, _ were said, and 
then the priests walked slowly 
down the center aisle on either side of the 
catataique, and returned to the sacristy. Two 
hundred policemen kept the great crowd that 
hed assem bled shortly after eight o’clock in 
order. The doors of the cathedral were opened 
at 5:45, and the waiting throng was invited 
toenter. As the hour for beginning the ser. 
vices was reached, ihe crush without the ca- 
thedral became greater, The streets for sey- 
eral squares in eyery direction were blocked 
with carriages and masees of people. 

There were many disappointed persons 
turned away trom the doors because they hed 
either neglected or were unable to procure 
tickets. In the vicinity of the hotel Bucking- 
ham a lew tickets were offered for sale at 33 
each. These were quickly purchased.

A WOMAN COMMITS SUICIDE BY 
JUMPING IN THE RIVER. 


Ap Impor'axnt Metter Submitied to the Boird of 
JTracdo-4 Beautifal Young La¢y Arrested on 
a @ericus Charge—hows in and About 
the Contral City— Personal, ete, 


Macoy, October 15.—‘Bpecial.J—At 6 o'clock 
this morning a negro woman named Maria Riley, 
endedher life by jumping into the riverata point 
called Sugarberry bend, near the cemetery. It . 
was one of the most deliberate suicides that ever 
occurred in Macon and has been the topic on the 
streets today. The unfortunate woman lived in 
one of the Holt houses on Wharf street, with her 
dsugbhter-in-law, Julia Hasking. The 
two did not live pleasantly together, the 
motherin in jaw being, it 1s said, of rather 
ap eccentric and whimsical nature. She could 
pot get a long with her daughtei-in law, and fre- 
quently became engaged in fusses with the neigh- 
bore. Julia Haskins finally resolved tosend her 
to Celumbur, where she had a son living, and en- 
gaged » hackman tocome aiter her this morning. 
Mariah would not consent to go, saying that she 
would rather ¢ie than leave Macon, Nothing 
wes thought of herwords. This morning, about 
7 o'clock, she left her home, going towards the 
river. On her way she met a negro named Press 
Day, telling him ‘that she was going away; good- 
bye.’’ 

She continued her walk until she reached the 
foot of Spring street, whichis at a point in the 
river known es Sugerberry bend. She sat down 
and pulled off her shoes, and while sitting there a 
nerro men named Toomer came along. She said 
tobim: “You can carry my slippers up to the 
honse, and telithem I am gone,”’ and without aa- 
otber word plunged into the water. 

Tcomer ran to her assistance, picking up a stick 
snd handed it to her. She grasped it, butit broke. 
She gank once, then egain, and the third time 
the water clored over her lifeless ‘body with 
scarcely a ripple. Mr. George D. Brooks, who has 
the cemetery in charge, was summoned, and to- 
gether with some men, dragged the river a dis- 
tance of about seventy-five yards, where the body 
was found lodged against alog. She was pulled 
out witha rake. 

Judge W. A. Cherry, acting coroner, summoned 
a my, and rendered the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that Maria Riley came to her 
éezib by drowning in the Ocmulgee river.

PROBIBITION IN DOUGLAS, 


Summary of an Important Lical Act Pass- 
ed by the General Assembly. 

Under ean act approved September 4th, the ordi- 
nary of Dougises county is required to fixa date 
foraprohibition election, not less than thirty 
days bor more then sixty days from the passage of 
act. The election must be held at the election 
precincts of the county under the regulations for 
electing members os the poneres sqpenahiy ee 

Nj va enotian ca so 
woticg, Qf Whe wenaper ‘or Pe * county 
or in thefofticiel paper of thecounty, once a week 
for four weeks, and a likenotice must be posted 
st three of the most public placesin the county. 
The ‘ballots will be printed respectively, ‘for 
prchibition,’’ and ‘‘Against prohibition.”’ 

Aiter the ordinary has received and consolida. 
tea the returns, be shall if prohibition carries cer- 
tify to the result, and prociaim it in the official 
paper once a week for two weeks, naming a day 
distant not more than fliteen days, after waoica 
the act shall take effect, and if 
the result be egainst prohibition he shall advertise 
the resuJtore week. 

Ii the election be against prohibition 100 free- 
holcers may in twelve months petition the ordin- 
ary to hold another election. 

If the election be for prohibition, after the date 
fixed in the ordinary’s prociamation, it shall not 
be lawful to sel), vend, barter or give away at any 
place of business or public place any spirituous, 
vinous, malt or other intoxicating liquors, wines 
or medicated bittcrs, or fruits in 
alcohol, -which if token oor drank 
to excess will produce intoxication, 
provided any licensed cruggist may sell pure 
alcchol eply for medical, mechanical or art pur: 
pores in quantities not lese{than a quart. Theact 
does potapply to domestic wines and cider offered 
for sale by the producer, proyided the same be 
notsold ina saloon, barroom, or other regular 
public place of business by the drink. The act 
does not aflect vested rights during the period tor 
w hich licepses bave been granted, The penalty 
for violating the act is prescribed in section 4310 
of the code of 1882.

ORGANS AND JOKERS, 

An sronymous joker, who has a high 
relith for what is not humorous, recently 
forwarded a confederate treasury note asa 
cortribution to the Grant memorial fand. 
His contribution isa likely to bea very sub- 
stantial one in the end, for the note which 
he forwarded wes regarded" asa valuable 
curiosity, and it bas been bought and sold 
by those who havea knack for speculating 
in such things, until it has netted for the 
furda eom far in accessof the amount 
written on its face. 

This fect wasa suflicient answer to the un- 
timely jcker. But his foolish joke has been 
answered in quite another way. Sundry or- 
gans who delight to breed strife, and whose 
butiness it is to appeal to sectional prejudice 
and hatred, have taken the matter up 
and given it an unexpected turn by arguing 
that the incident shows the existence ofa 
spirit of digloyalty in the south that threat- 
ens to disrupt the union. 

This is a discovery which the organs make 
every fortnight, and there can be no doubt 
that their discoveries influence the minds of 
a great many igncrant people at the north. 
It is about time to suppress both organs and 
jokers, 


AN ENDLESS CONTROVERSY, 

Since the death of Edgar Allan Poe, nota 
year bas passed without the appearancs of 
rew maiter—sometimesin his defense, and 
sometimes sgainst him. 

People seem determined not toallow the 
dead poet the rest that is usually found in 
the graye. They do not actually disturb his 
bones or exhibit his skull toa curious public, 
but they defame his memory and retail idle 
gossip as history. 

Poe’s latest agsrailantis Mr. H. F. Harring- 
ton, of New Bedford, Masa. Mr. Harring- 
top, who, by the way, seems to have held 
bis peace for a remarkably long time, writes 
totbe Criiic, making three very serious 
charger. He apseris (1) that Poe was engaged 
‘inground cf selfish indulgence” in New 
York white his wife lay dyirg at Fordham; 
2) that Mra. Frances Sargent Osgood assured 
him (ihe correspondent) that Pee had ob- 
tained a private interview with her, during 
which he “in passionate terms had besought 
her to elope with him,’’ and that shein reply 
had plied bim wiih ridiculeand argument 
until he took his leave, ‘‘bafiied and humili- 
ated, if not ashamed; and (5) that not long 
afier, Mr. Harrington being in New York, 
ecught (to use his own words) ‘‘the home of 
afemily of which I had repeatedly been a 
guest. Itconsisted of a husbandand his 
beautiful wife, who loved each other with 
confiding affection; and their home was 
bright with the sunshine of innocenceand 
peace. I learned from mutual friends that 
it wa8 Dow no more. It had been ruthlessly 
cesircoyed. Poe had marked the poor un- 
suspecting woman for his victim, had wound 
bis insidious snares about her, weaned her 
affections from ber husband, and accom- 
plished her ruin.”’ 

Are these charges true? There are many 
reasons for believing them to be false, and 
there is nothing to support them except Mr. 
Harrington’s word. Of course it is possible 
ttat Mr. Harrington has avery tenacious 
memory, and that he makes his publication 
in the interes‘s cf truth, but itis a little 
singular that he should have held on to his 
fects for thirty-six yeare. The biographies 
of Poe, written by Griswold, Mrs. Whitman, 
Stoddard, Woodbury and othersshould have 
drawn cut this black side of Poe’s character 
long before this. Buateven the treacherous 
Griswold neyer in his malignant misrepre- 
sentations hinted at euch charges as Har- 
rington now brings to light. 

The charge that Poe neglected his wife is 
disproved by the tesiimeny of thore who 
were acquainted with the family. Poe's 
mother-in-law regarded him asa model man. 
The editor of Graham’s Magazine, in his 
article to Poe after his death, referred to “his 
rapturous worsbip’’ of his wife, and calls 
him “fa devoted husband.’ After the death 
of his wife the poet was mentally unhinged 
for some time. Opium and liquor occasion- 
ally threw bim, but according tothe testi- 
mony of Dr. Moran, of Richmend, he finally 
abandoned the use of these stimulants and 
abstained from them even to his dying 
hour. During this period he was engeged to 
Mre. Whitman, of Providence, R. I., but his 
drinking habits caused the engagement to be 
broken. 

The etory cf the proposed elopement is 
simply absurd. If irue, the lady in question, 
Mrs, Orgocd, would never have written of 
Poe asthe didon herdeath bed: “I have 
never seen him oiherwise than gentle, gen- 
erous, well bred and fastidiously refined. 
To a sensitive and delicately nurtured woman 
there waza peculisr and irresistible charm 
in the chivalric, peeceiul and almost tender 
reverence with which he invariably ap- 
proached all women who won his respect.’’ 

Nor can we accept the statement, at this 
late day, that Poe was an unprincipled roue. 
Mr. Grabam, of Greham’s Magazine, who is 
etill living in New York, once wrote as fol- 
lows to N. P. Willis: 

“I Bnew Poe intimately for three or four years, 
enc for eighteen m onths I saw him almost daily, 
writir g, Or conversing, at the same desk. knowing 
&)l his hoy es, his feers and little annoyances of 
life, 8 well as his bigh-hearted struggle with ad- 
verse fate, yet he was always the same polished 
gentleman, the quiet, unobtrusive, thoughtial 
scholar. the devoted husband, frugal in his per- 
sonal €xpenses, punctual and unwearied in his 
industry and the soul of honor in al] his trangac- 


tions.”’ Mr. Graham further adds tbat Poe only 
epparentiy valued money for the comforts it 
would purcbase for his family and for the home it 
would provide for thoce he loved 80 dearly. 

With such testimony*from his contempor- 
aries, and with the carefully sifted biographe 
ies now before us, we have good freasons for 
rejecting the Harrirgton stories until details, 
nemer, dates end corroborating circum- 
stances are brought forward. Still, there is 
little hope of settling the matter finally. 
Certain charecters in each epoch become the 
centre of a mythic literature. Napoleon and 
Grant, Byron and Poe alleuffered in this 
way. They hadin their characters such a 
mixture of goodjandtevil, of greatness and 
littleness, that all sorts of stories were in- 
vented to illustrate their qualities. Gradually 
these stories hecame incorporated in history. 
The later bicgraphers of [Poe believed that 
Griswold told the worst that could be said of 
him. Much of this has been disproved, and 
it is too great a strain upon our credulity for 


| a witness to come forward now with astound: 


irg revelatiors which.“ were never touched 
upon by the most activeand malicious of 
the dead man’s contemporary enemies, Itis 
to be hoped that there will be alull in the 
controversy fora little while.

Mangasarian does not believe the Bible, the Apos- 
tles’ Creed or the Nicene Creed. Who will join 
him? Universalists, Unitarians cannot. There 
he stends today, an Armenian, twenty-five years 
old, telling the sgcd Presbyterian church that its 
doctrine are ajlillusions, Heis scuttling the ship 
weare sailing in. Peace! peace! There is no 
peace, Willhe hurtus? A mosquito will dis< 
turba manin bed. He places usina false light. 

Dr. Colfelt admitted that the offender wasio 
fault, but his error was of the judgment, not 
of theheart. He was notinfavor of trying 
him.

The instinct of a sayage leads,him to take a 
sca!p lock from his victim.

This was a 
eensible decision, A trial would hays {haen 
a farce under the circumstances. 


VENTILATION OF DWELLINGS. 

Mr. John Honeyman, an authority in san- 
itation, recently read an interesting piper 
before the sanitary institute of Great Britain 
on the enubject of ventilation, more particu- 
larly in small houses. Insuch houses venti- 
lation must be effected, he says, by the ad- 
mission of air in the little gaps left by inac- 
curate builders around the door or window, 
in the floor, or about the baseboards, and by 
the extraction of air by the chimney. It is 
perhaps better that it should come in this 
way, because no dangerous draughtsor other 
di:comforts are involved. Theair enters the 
room at many points, and is distributed in 
great part through the action of theopen fire 
place, 

Distribution of air in the room is almost as 
important as its introduction; for a stagaant 
corner means an uninhabitable part of the 
room, Attbis point Mr. Honeyman begins 
to plead for low ceilings, and to denounce 
the opposite. It is admitted that it is easier 
to ventilate a room with a low ceiling, be- 
cause the inlets are lower and therefore, more 
eccessible, and because an opening at the 
top of a window or door will disturb the en- 
tire upper strata of air. : 

But the high-ceiling advocates say it does 
not matter what condition the upper strata is 
in £0 lopg asthe occupants do not live in it. 
Mr. Honeyman answers this by saying that 
the questions of warmth and comfort are 
also to be considered. Remember he is dis- 
cussing ventilation in small houses, He as- 
sertsthat in such houses, if the ceiling is 
low, it acts as an excellent radiator of the heat 
thrown out by the grate, warming the upper 
air almost beyond belief, aud creating an 
even and general distribution of pure air 
that would be impossible ina room witha 
high ceiling. Nor isthisall. The room can 
not only be more economically and thorough- 
ly heated, thus becoming more comfortable, 
but the occasional overheat leads in nearly 
every caze to the opening of a door or win- 
dow, thereby improving the ventilation, and 
therefore, the health of the occupants. 
Warmth, comfort and health go in few words 
with low ceilirgs, whereas high ceilings in- 
volye dangerous draughts, stagnant air in 
places and general discomfort. 

Mr. Honeyman urges his readers noi to 
cousider hot air end foul air as synonymous 
terms. Cold air ard foul sir are very nearly 
£0. The truth is, the epace above the upper 
window tash is not much better than a reser- 
voir for foulair and cold airin the winter 
season, and in the summer season for air that 
4s both stagnant snd hot. A low room, full 
of chinksand creyicer, that can be readily 
exd thoroughly heaved, seems to be, after all, 
the room in which health and comfort 
abound. We have not, asarule, taken into 
consideration the radiant power of the cei!- 
ing end itsinfluence upon the distribution 
of sirina room. Itisa point that should 
have fu)l appreciation in the interest of econ- 
omy ard the preseryation of health and the 
promoticn of solid comfort around the hearth- 
stone.

ALABAMA ANNALS. 


A LIVELY DAY’S NBWS FROM BIR- 
MINGHAM, 


The Railrcad Oommigsicners Compelling the Brec- 
tion of a Union Passerger Depot—The Work 
of the Commisesion—4 Dead Body Found 
ona Treck—Mercantile Matters. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 15.—{Special. ]— 
President Shorter, of the state railroad-commis- 
sion, and Commissioner Lawler, were in the city 
today on business connected with the official du- 
ties, consisting of pushing the erection of a union 
passenger depot here. When asked what they 
proposed todo if the roads refused to. obéy the 
orders recently issued by them, he said: 

“We bave issued orders to the Alabama Great 
Southern and Lovisville and Nashville rail- 
roads and sball tert our powers, if they do 
not come to time now. We 
have assurances fsom both roads 
that they are willingjto build. Both of them ex- 
press themselves willipg to unite in a union 
depot, and we really believe that it isa certainty.’ 

‘But,’’ said Tre CONSTITUTION, “‘suppose the 
penipes do not obey the order, and leave usas we 
are.’ 

‘Then,’ said one of the gentlemen, ‘‘we will go 
to the limit of our powe , and appeal to the legis- 
lature and the people. We will see if corporations, 
which exist only by permission of the people, are 
strong enough to over ride our laws or disobey them 
at pleasure. We willsee if they can insult with 
impunity the power that made and protects them. 
But we apprehend no such trouble. We think 
that the corporations like Birmingham, and are 
now ready to treat her fairly.

THE CONDITION OF THE COTTON CROP 

bas been constantly falling off since the first 
of September, Material injury has resulted 
from the rainstorms of this month in all parts 
of the state, snd much local injury has re- 
sulted from rust and the rav of the cater- 
pillars. Southwest Georgis, where all 
these causes have united in =Ss im-- 
pairing the crop, has sustained the greatest 
ibjUry, amouuting toa depreciation ot about 
18 per cent. The condition for the whole 
state is eight points below the report of last 
month, amounting to a discount of about 9 
per cent on the condition of thecrop at that 

ate. The condition and prospect in the 
state for August 1st was reported 97; for Sep- 
tember Ist, 93; and for October Ist, 85. 

THE WEATHER FOR SEPTEMBER. 

The rainfall for the month of September haa 
been exceesive and damaging to the crops ia 
al] parts of thestate. In middle and south- 
east Georgia there has been about three times 
the usual amount for September. On the 1%th, 
at St. Mary’s, there was a fall of over fiveand 
2 half inchee; on the 26th, at Brunswick, four 
and three-quarter inches; and on the 20th 
three and a half at LaGrange, and four inches 
on Lookout Mountain. At St. Mary’s a total 
rainfall ot 27 inches was recorded for the 
month. 

The total mean for the month fn inches in 
north Georgia is 7.04; in middle Georgia, 8.36; 
in southwest Georgia, 5 66; in east Georgia, 
4.42;a nd in southeast Georgia, 20.73. 

The average precipitation of rain for Sep- 
tember, as deduced irom the meteorological 
obecrvations of a series of years, in 
porth Georgie, is 4.25 inches; in middle 
Georgia 2.71; in southwest Georgia, 4.20; in 
east Georgia, 4 68; in southeast Georgia, 7.03; 
and the average tor the state, 4.45. 

The sections on the first*of October are re- 
ported as follows: North Georgia, 95; middle 
Georgia, 89; southwest Georgia, 80; east Geor- 
gia, 51; and southeast Georgia, 80. 

THE CORN CROP, 

The corn crop is reported one per cent above 
sn average crop fur the state. The yield, 
compered to an average in north Georgia, is 
106; in middle Georgia, 104; in southwest 
Georgia, 96; im east Georgia, 103; and in 
southeast Georgia, 98. This varies but little 
in the general average from the report of last 
month, being one point higher for the state, 
with a elight falling off in the estimates for 
north, middle and southwest Georgia, and an 
increase in east and southeast Georgia.
